. I  have  pleasure  in .  submitting  mg  Annual 

Report  on  the  health  of  the  district  for  the  year  1957*  The  vital  statistics 
do  not  call  for  any  special  comment  and  of  the  infectious  diseases  ,  only 
measles  was  significant;  231  cases  "'ere  notified  compared  with  6  cases  in  1956* 

Environment al  hygiene  continues  to  provide 
the  major  problems  in  the  area*  Progress  with  the  new  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal  sememe  for  Harmby  and  Spennithorne  is  very  slow  and  it  will  be  1959 
at  the  earliest  before  the  scheme  can  be  commenced.  The  decision  to  go  -  • 

ahead  with  the  project  was  made  by  the  Council  in  1955*  The  proposed  schemes  foi 
We  ns  ley  and  Be  Her  by  are  unlikely  ^o  be  completed  before  I960  or  1961* 

With  regard  to  the  water  supplies  in  the  district  ?  I  can  only  repeat  •  my  previous 
comments  that  until  such  time'  as  a  treated  and  adequate  supply  is  made  available 
at  all  times ,  complaints  will  continue  to  be  received  as  to  both  the  quality 
and  quantity  of  the  water.

Progress  in  dealing  with  the  unfit  houses 
in  the  district  continues  to  be  very  slow,  but  it  is  hoped  that  the  Council  will 
build  some  houses  next  year  for  slum  clearance  purposes.  During  1957 
5  unfit  houses  were  closed  and  are  no  longer  used  for  human  habitation. 

During  the  year  re-adjustments  in  the  staffing  arrangements  were  made  and  it  is 
hoped  that  this  will  enable  more  time  to  be  allocated  to  certain  Public . Health 
duties.

WATER  SUPPLIES 


The  year  was  noted  Tor  a  shortage  of  water  in  the  late 
spring  and  summer.  The  method  used  to  augment  the  s unplies  at  this  time 
left  much  to  he  desired.  The  Council  made  intensive  investigations  to 
determine  whether  or  not  an  additional  sunply  could  be  obtained  from  the 
Sowden  Beck  gathering  grounds  without  success. 

Additional  water  su  plies  are  neederTNn  the  district 
as-  the  demand  for  water  continues  to  grow.  Another  dry  summer  will  cause 
many  shortages  as  already  the  existing  water  supplies  ai  e  barely  keeping  pace 
with  the  demand  in  months  of  average  rainfall.  A  survey  of  the  existing 

water  supply  system  is  to  be  found  at  the  end  of  the  Report,  I  am  indebted 

to  the  Public  Health  Inspector  for  these  details.

HOUSING  STATISTICS  -  1957 


New  houses  completed  during  the  year  numbered  3> 
in  addition,  2  were  under  construction.  All  were  private  development 
The  1921  census  gives  the  number  of  inhabitated  houses  as  1469 ,  and  the  population 
as  6388  persons.  The  1957  figures  were  1974  houses  and  a  population  of 

638O.  Thus  it  can  be  seen  that  our  population  has  altered  little  over  45  years 

and  in  tha.t  time  over  500  new  houses  have  been  provided  ,  all  fitted  with  modern 
conveniences.  It  Is  suggested  that  we  can  justly  claim  that  the  proportion  of 
sub-standard  houses  in  uur  area  is  not  unduly  large.  Nevertheless  we  must 
continue  to  raise  the  general  standard  of  our  older  houses.

During  the  year  24  applications  for  financial 
assistance  towa  ds  the  cost  of  improving  dwelling  houses  were  received. 

Of  these  21  were  approved  and  3  refused.  The  monetary  value  of'  the  approved 
proposals  amounted  to  £9.016.  The  amount  of  grant  agreed  amounted  to 

£4*196  for  the  21  dwellings,  and  average  of  199  per  dwelling* 

Much  of  your  Inspector  's  time  is  spent  on 

preliminary  discussions  with  owners,  occupiers  and  architects  before  the  schemes  are 
submitted  for  Council 5 s  approval.  Often  several  meetings  have  taken  place 
before  agreement  is  reached.  Property  owners  have  complained  that  the 
procedure  is  far  too  slow,  but  once  the  applications  are  received  officially  as 
agreed  there  is  no  furr  ier  delay  and  the  work  proceeds  rapidly  and  smoothly. 

CLEARANCE  AREAS  . 

ith  regard  to  slum  clearance,  no  clearance 
areas  were  defined  during  the  year.  5  Individual  houses  found  unfit  w;ere 
dealt  with.  lifter  discussions  with  owners,  undertakings  that  the  houses, 
upon  becoming  vacant ,  -would  not  be  re-let  until  they  were  brought  up  to  the 
standard  required,  were  given  by  owners  and  accepted  by  the  Council. 

The  dwellings  are  now  closed  and  the  occupants  have  been  re-housed.

The  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  .and  Food  Inspector  regularly  visits  our  tips  and 
sewage  works  and  informs  us  -whenever  he  sees  that  rats  are  on.. tne  increase.

Leyburn  is  used  tor 
Bollerby ,  Leyburn  and  Mid  die  ham.  Our  lorry  travels  about  500  miles  per  month. 
The  cost  of  the  service  during  the  year  amounted  to  02., 300.

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  township  of  Leyburn  and  villages  of  Midd leham, 

Castle  Bolton,  Ping hall,  Hunton,  Newt on- lc -Willows ,  Patrick  Brompton,  Past  Witton, 
West  Witton  and  Swinithwaite  all  have  sewers  laid  to  sewage  disposal  works. 

Partial  schemes  are  in  operation  at  Preston,  Constable  Burton  and  Spennithorne • 

Some  progress  has  been  made  in  the  matter  of  providing  a 
proper  system  of  sewers  and  sewage  works  for  the  villages  of  Harmby,  Spennithorne, 
Wens ley  and  Bellerbv.  It  is  hoped  that  work  will  be  commenced  during  199 9 
on  Wens ley  and  on  the  Harmby-Spennithorne  schemes. 

At  Constable  Burton  a  large  settling  tank  constructed  a 
few  years  ago  takes  domestic  sewage  from  most  of  the  dwellings,  the  school  and 
canteen.  The  ten  dwellings  erected  by  the  Council  have  a  septic  tank  also. 

These  tanks  are  emptied  periodically  by  by  our  own  machine.  The  contents  -are 
spread  on  agricultural  land . 

The  conditions  at  Carlton  are  unchanged.  Crude  sewage 
is  being  run  into  the  beck  down  the  south  side  of  the  village  street. 

Preston  is  in  need  of  a  proper  sewerage  system. 

At  the  present  time  domestic  sewage,  liquids  from  agricultural  buildings, 
highways  end  yard  surfaces  are  conveyed  through  stone  culverts  into  a 
sedimentation  tank.  The  effluent  from  this  tank  is  conveyed  through  a 

drain  pipe  to  a  ditch  running  along  the  railway  line.  Settlement  is  the  only 


treatment  the  sewage  receives.  Sludge  is  run  out  of  the  tank  by  gravitation 
into  a  sludge  pit. 

At  Castle  Bolton  we  have  a  good  system  of  sewers,  but  the 
works  need  to  be  renewed.  A  site  for  the  works  farther  away  from  the 
house  s  is  d e  s ir ab  le . 

Pidd leham  and  Leyburn  works  are  and  SO  years  old 
respectively.  They  are  both  satisfactorily  treating  sewage.  The  sludge 

drying  area  at  Middle  ham  is  now  far  too  small.  It  is  to  be  enlarged  and  the 

under  drainage  repaired  or  renewed*  The  effluent  into  the  river,  whenever 
it  is  sampled  and  tested,  continues  to  be  good. 


The  Leyburn  works  also  are  yielding  a  good  effluent* 
'k  carried  out  on  the  two  percolating  filters,  including  removing  several 
tons  of  old  ashes  and  replacing  with  broken  limestone  from  Leyburn  Quarries 
has  greatly  improved  their  efficiency.  Time  has  taken  its  toll  of  several 

of  the  tank  walls  and  these  ere  to  be  repaired  during  the  summer  months 
as  the  opportunity  arises. 


Of  the  eleven  sewage  works  that  we  have  I  think  we  can 
justly  claim  that  they  ore  being  lo  deed  after  extremely  well  by  our  two 


attendants .  In  addition  to  this  maintenance  work,  they  undertake  the 
emptying  of  septic  tanks  for  private  owners  as  and  when  required.  The  vacuum 
tank  on  wheels  purchased  for  this  work  has  proved  very  useful  and  in  addition 
has  been  used  with  great  success  to  empty  sewer  manholes  and  sludge  pits  at 
our  own  works.

The  District  generally  is  well  supplied  with  water. 
Three  quarters  of  our-  population  is.  served  from  the  mains  of  the  Council. 
Leyburn's  source  of  supply  is  on  the  Preston  Moor,  it  comes  from  a  disused  mine 
adit  and  is  conveyed  to  Leyb urn  Reservoir  by  a  pipe,  line  four  miles  long. 

Middleham  obtains  its  water  from  Penhill,  four  miles 
to  the  west.  Its  water  outcrops  on  the  hillside  in  a  series  of  small  springs 
extending  over  an  area  of  one  eighth  of  a  square  mile.  The  six  inch  tubes 
taking  the  water  down  to  the  reservoir  were  laid  more  than  seventy  years  ago. 
Both  Leyburn  and  Middleham  reservoirs  hold  one  hundred  thousand  gallons  each. 


Leyburn f  s  was  constructed  in  1926.  Mid  die  ham's  is  of  stone  and  was  built  in  1888 


village  of  Bellerby  has  its  own  springs  gust  a  few 
yards  to  the  west  of  the  village.  The  houses  are  all  served  from  cast  iron  mains 
In  dry  weather  the  spring  does  not  yield  sufficient  water  and  for  several  years  now 
during  the  summer  months,  Bed  ale  JR.  D.  C.  have  augmented  the  supply  from  their  trunk 
main. 

Two  hamlets  in  Cover dale,  Caldbergh  and  Horsehouse 
derive  their  supplies  from  springs  situated  on  the  Moors.  Each  has  a  small  reservoir 
of  a  capacity  less  than  5000  gallons  and  from  these  the  water  is  piped  into  the 
dwellings .

and  these  are  watered  from  the  main. 

The  Sowden'  Beck  supply  is  obtained  from  several  land 
springs  on  East  Wit  ton  Pell.  The  water  is  conveyed  to  a  reservoir  of  100.000 
gallons  capacity  and  is,  from  there,  piped  to  twelve  villages  whoso  total  population 
is  rather  more  than  2A00  persons.  The  scheme  was  designed  to  water  nine  villages 
only  and  affording  a  supply  to  an  extra  580  persons  has,  in  the  two  or  three  summers 
proved  rather  difficult.  Steps  are  now  being  oaken  to  bring  more  water  into  the 

mains  from' another  source.
